FOR  A  GREATER  CREATE 


At  the  Boston  College  School  of 
Business'  first  annual  business  con- 
ference, held  here  all  day  Saturday, 
May  IS,  a  thoughtful  listener  might 
have  got  the  impression  that  Bos- 
ton's economic  outlook  is  hopelessly 
complicated.     We  have  heard: 

A  leading  textile  manufacturer  says 
New  England's  problems  in  that  area 
are  getting  ahead  of  him; 

The  head  of  a  public  utility  says 
his  company  is  planning  the  biggest 
electrical  generator  ever  built  in  New 
England; 

The  mayor  says  a  "federated  city 
is  the  only  real  answer  for  the  future 
health  of  our  community"; 

The  head  of  a  bank  says  that  the 
greatest  concentration  of  scientific  re- 
search brain  power  is  right  in  our 
midst  and  in  the  next  breath  deplore 
that  most  of  its  capacity  is  being 
used  outside  New  England ! 

And  he'd  have  heard  much  more 
besides  that  would  complicate  the 
problem  for  him:  tax  dilemmas,  sea- 
port cruises,  the  need  for  effective 
public  relations  programs,  the  call  for 
— as  one  writer  later  summed  it  up 
in  his  impression — a  Moses  to  lead 
Boston  out  of  the  bulrushes  of  indif- 
ference as  Robert  Moses  did  it  in 
New  York. 

Rev.  W.  Seavey  Joyce,  S.J.,  dean 
of  the  Business  School,  who  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  this  business  con- 
ference, and  Rev.  John  Collins,  S.J., 
chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Finance  at  the  Business  School,  who 
executed  it  for  him,  both  realized  the 
complexity  of  programming  "Greater 


Boston's  Business  Future".  This  first 
annual  conference  was  designed, 
therefore,  not  to  come  up  with  any 
answers,  but  merely  to  get  the  burn- 
ing questions  that  need  answering  out 
into  the  open. 

The  top  business  thinkers — and 
doers — in  Boston  were  invited  to  at- 
tend and  others  besides.  They  were 
asked  to  put  out  ideas,  and  discuss 
them,  and  argue  about  them,  and  get 
the  people  in  the  audience  into  the 
fight  too.  And  that's  what  happened. 
Some  400  business  leaders  and  stu- 
dents attended,  and  listened,  and 
argued  with  these  speakers  and  panel 
members: 

John  Bresnahan,  director  of  the 
Port  of  Boston;  Thomas  A.  Fulham, 
head  of  Fulham  Bros.,  Inc.;  Joseph 
P.  Healey,  Executive  Director  of  the 
Mass.  Special  Commission  on  Taxa- 
tion; Helge  Hoist,  Treasurer  of  Ar- 
thur D.  Little  Co.;  Byron  K.  Elliot, 
Vice-President  of  John  Hancock  Life 
Insurance  Co.;  Richard  Preston, 
Comm.  of  the  Mass.  Dept.  of  Com- 
merce; Elmer  Ward,  President  of 
Goodall-Sanford;  John  Ahern,  Vice- 
President  of  the  N.  E.  Electric  Sys- 
tem; Edward  Chase,  Vice-President 
of  Harold  Cabot  Advertising  Agency; 
Bill  Sullivan  of  All-Star  Sports  Asso- 
ciates; Thomas  Dignan,  President  of 
Boston  Edison;  Nicholas  Peterson, 
Vice-President  of  the  First  National 
Bank;  and  Robert  Ryan,  Executive 
Vice-President  of  the  Mass.  Business 
Development  Corporation. 

And  serving  as  "referees"  at  the 
various    sessions    were    some    high- 
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powered  judges:  Dean  William  Sut- 
cliffe  of  the  Boston  University  Col- 
lege of  Business  Administration; 
Dean  Roger  Hamilton  of  the  North- 
eastern Business  School;  Arthur 
Kelly,  Treasurer  of  R.  H.  White; 
Thomas  Carens,  Public  Relations 
Vice-President  of  Boston  Edison; 
and  John  Atkinson,  President  of 
Atkinson  Shoe,  and  honored  guests 
at  luncheon,  who  added  some  pointed 
remarks  of  their  own,  were  Mayor 
Whitmore  of  Newton,  Mayor  John 
Hynes  of  Boston  and  President  Paul 
Rothwell  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

This    conference    was    merely    the 
first;   Father  Joyce   plans   a  regular 
event   every  year   in   the   hope   that 
leaders  will  be  encouraged  to  act  on 
proposals   that    are    offered    to    help 
Boston.  And  Boston  needs  construct- 
ive help.  Chew  on  these  tough  nuts: 
According     to     Robert     Ryan, 
Boston     faces     "urban     blight" 
because  of   1,  a  tax-rate  frozen 
high;   2,   a  shrinkage  in  taxable 
property;   3,  a   rising  municipal 
budget;  4,  migration  of  industry. 
And     banker     Nicholas     Peterson 
points  out: 

One  of  the  world's  best  ports 
handles  less  than  20%  of  its  own 
exports;  this  center  of  higher 
learning  sends  the  "cream"of  our 
college  graduates  to  other  states 
paying  higher  salaries;  this 
region  leads  the  U.  S.  in  out- 
dated manufacturing  equipment 
although  30%  of  all  machine 
tools  are  made  here.

THE  CREDO  TAPESTRY 


by  Rev,  Terence  L,  Connolly,  S.J. 


Among  numberless  munificent  gifts 
from  the  Hearst  Foundation  to  edu- 
cational institutions  throughout  the 
country,  is  a  priceless  tapestry  recent- 
ly presented  to  Boston  College  Libra- 
ry by  the  trustees  of  the  Foundation 
through  their  New  England  repre- 
sentative, Mr.  Harold  G.  Kern,  pub- 
lisher of  the  Boston  American  and 
Sunday  Advertiser.  Later  there  will 
be  a  formal  presentation  of  the  gift 
in  memory  of  William  Randolph 
Hearst,  in  the  Reception  Room  of  the 
Library  where  the  tapestry  now  ap- 
propriately hangs  above  the  medie- 
val fireplace,  nearly  covering  its  great 
hood  and  extending  the  entire  length 
of  the  east  wall. 

This  magnificent  tapestry,  pure 
Flemish,  woven  in  Brussels  at  the 
end  of  the  fifteenth  century,  was  ex- 
hibited in  the  famous  Tapestry  Ex- 
position in  Paris,  1876,  and  hung  in 
the  choir  of  the  Spanish  Cathedral  in 
Toledo  as  late  as  1890.  With  four 
other  tapestries  from  the  same  cathe- 
dral it  was  sold  at  Christie's,  London, 
in  1893,  to  Mr.  Asher  Wertheimer. 
In  192S  it  was  purchased  from  Du- 
veen  by  the  late  William  Randolph 
Hearst  in  whose  estate  it  remained 
until  presented  to  the  Library.  It  is 
known  as  a  "Credo"  tapestry  because 
of  its  theme — the  fourth,  fifth  and 
sixth  articles  of  the  Apostles'  Creed 
which  derives  its  name  from  a  tradi- 
tion that  its  twelve  articles  were 
composed  by  the  twelve  Apostles 
under  the  inspiration  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  on  the  first  Pentecost.  But  this 
tradition  does  not  ascribe  the  articles 
to  particular  Apostles.  It  is  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  tradition  that  art- 
icles of  the  Creed  in  the  tapestry  are 
on  scrolls  held  by  the  Apostles  and, 
as  always  in  "Credo"  tapestries,  fac- 
ing the  Apostles  are  Prophets  with 
their  prophecies  which  found  fulfill- 
ment  in   the   articles   of  the   Creed. 


Prophecies,  as  quoted,  are  not  always 
literal  versions  of  the  Latin  text.  The 
variations,  sometimes  found  as  early 
as  the  fourth  century,  may  well  be 
deliberate  adaptations  intended  to 
heighten  Messianic  significance.  Ab- 
breviated texts,  of  which  there  are 
examples  in  the  tapestry,  were  in  re- 
latively common  usage  in  an  age 
when  familiarity  with  Holy  Scripture 
was  a  common  heritage. 

In  the  upper  left-hand  corner  of 
the  tapestry  is  the  prophet  Zacharias 
upon  whose  scroll  is  an  adaptation  of 
his  Prophecy,  Chapter  XII,  verse  10: 
"Aspicient  in  me  [deum  suum]  quern 
crucifixerunt  [confixerunt]" — "They 
will  look  upon  me  [their  God]  whom 
they  have  crucified  [pierced]."  Fac- 
ing the  Prophet  is  Saint  John  the 
Evangelist,  whose  scroll  is  inscribed 
with  the  fourth  article  of  the  Creed: 
"Passus  sub  Pontio  Pilato,  crucifixus, 
mortuus  et  sepultus."  This  article  is 
illustrated  by  four  scenes:  Pilate, 
seated  under  a  canopy,  washing  his 
hands  in  a  flat  dish  held  by  a  youth; 
Our  Blessed  Saviour  carrying  a  tau 
cross,  surrounded  by  soldiers  with 
halberds  and  clubs,  dragged  forward 
by  Invidia  (Envy),  clad  in  ermine, 
while  Humilitas  (Humility)  and 
Caritas  (Charity)  regard  the  suffer- 
ing Christ  with  pity,  as  Veronica, 
kneeling,  is  about  to  wipe  his  Sacred 
Face;  the  Crucifixion,  with  Longinus 
and  soldiers  on  the  left,  and  on  the 
right,  Our  Lady  sustained  by  Saint 
John,  and  behind  them  Magdalen, 
Mary  mother  of  James  the  Less,  and 
Salome;  the  Entombment,  where  the 
body  of  Christ  is  reverently  borne  by 
Joseph  of  Arimathea  and  Nicodemus, 
as  Our  Lady  raises  the  pierced  left 
hand  to  her  lips  and  Saint  John,  Mag- 
dalen and  Mary  the  mother  of  James 
the  Less  regard  her  with  tenderness 
and  love.  Among  the  traditional  fig- 
ures  beneath   the   cross   in   the  por- 
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trayal  of  the  crucifixion,  Longinus  is 
given  unusual  prominence,  as  he 
pierces  Our  Saviour's  side  with  a  lance 
grasped  in  his  right  hand  and  with 
his  left  hand  touches  his  eye,  com- 
memorating the  tradition  that  when  a 
drop  of  the  Precious  Blood  fell  upon 
his  eyelid  and  miraculously  cured 
him  of  ophthalmia,  he  was  instantly 
converted  and  became  a  Christian. 

Immediately  to  the  right  of  the  En- 
tombment are  the  Apostle  Saint 
Thomas  and  the  Prophet  Hosea 
(Osee)  whose  scroll  reads:  "Nobis 
mors  tua,"  an  abbreviation  of  his 
Prophecy,  chapter  XIII,  verse  12: 
"0  mors  ero  mors  tua,  morsus  tuus 
ero  inferne,"  "0  death,  I  will  be  thy 
death:  0  hell,  I  will  be  thy  bite." 
Saint  Thomas'  scroll  is  the  fifth  arti- 
cle of  the  Creed:  "Descendit  ad  in- 
terna, tercia  die  [resurrexit]  a  mor 
[tuis],"  which  is  illustrated  by  three 
scenes.  To  the  right  of  the  Cruci- 
fixion, Our  Saviour  with  the  resurrec- 
tion cross  stands  before  the  fallen 
gates  of  Limbo  from  which  issue 
Adam  and  Eve  and  other  liberated 
souls,  while  tongues  of  flame  above 
their  heads  and  monstrous  beasts  and 
birds  in  the  foreground  and  back- 
ground suggest  Hell's  protest  against 
the  liberation  of  the  Blessed.  Below, 
Our  Saviour  leads  a  procession  of 
saints  to  Paradise  —  among  them 
Moses  with  the  tables  of  the  law,  and 
a  figure  with  an  ermine  collar,  possi- 
bly David.  An  angel  kneels  before 
the  gates  of  Paradise  where  stand 
Helias  (Elijah),  Enoch  and  Dismas, 
the  repentant  thief,  bearded  and  hold- 
ing a  cross.  At  the  right  of  Saint  John 
is  the  apparition  of  the  Risen  Saviour 
to  His  Blessed  Mother,  a  scene  rev- 
erently contemplated  by  a  group  of 
ten  men  and  two  women — possibly 
the  ten  Apostles  who  were  in  the 
Cenacle  after  Judas'  death  and  dur- 
ing  Thomas'   absence,   and   the   two

women    suggesting    Magdalen's    ab- 
sence to  visit  the  Holy  Sepulchre. 

In  the  lower  right-hand  corner  are 
the  Apostle  James  the  Less  and  the 
Prophet  Amos,  whose  scroll  is  in- 
scribed: "Ipse  est  [qui]  aedificat  as- 
censionem  suam  in  celo,"  —  "He  it 
is  that  buildeth  his  ascension  in 
heaven."  (IX,  6.)  On  the  Apostle's 
scroll  is  the  sixth  article  of  the  Creed: 
"Ascendit  ad  celos  sedet  ad  dexteram 
dei  patris  ovinipotentis."  This  article 
is  illustrated  by  two  scenes.  In  the 
upper  part  of  the  tapestry,  to  the 
right  of  Christ  in  Limbo,  the  Ascen- 
sion is  portrayed — the  risen  Christ 
holding  the  resurrection  cross,  sur- 
rounded by  the  twelve  Apostles  and 
His  Blessed  Mother,  is  about  to  as- 
cend to  Heaven.  In  the  top  right- 
hand  corner  is  the  Holy  Trinity,  three 
similar  persons,  seated  with  crowns 
and  sceptres,  a  method  of  representa- 
tion no  longer  permitted.  Above  the 
Trinity  in  the  background  are  angels 
with  Justice,  on  the  left,  holding  a 
sword,  and.Mercy,  on  the  right,  hold- 
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ing  a  lily.   Below  is  a  group  of  saints 
adoring. 

In  the  background,  at  the  top,  is 
a  narrow  landscape  of  hills  and  trees 
with  faintly  outlined  castles  and  a 
windmill.  The  main  field  of  the  tap- 
estry is  enclosed  in  an  incomparable 
border  of  exquisite  Gothic  flowers, 
grapes  and  ribbons,  framed.  Dating 
from  a  time  when  artists  and  artisans 
were  inspired  by  love  of  God,  this 
splendid  example  of  the  culminating 
period  of  medieval  iconography  bears 
no  signature  of  tapissier  or  atelier — 
a  tradition  that  endured  until  the 
Brussels  edict  of  1528.  Only  by  ex- 
cellence of  design,  execution  and  col- 
oring— in  which  red,  blue,  brown  and 
yellow  predominate  —  can  the  time 
and  place  of  this  tapestry  be  known, 
Brussels  circa  1500,  the  time  and 
place  that  saw  the  perfecting  of  the 
art  of  preceding  centuries  in  achieve- 
ment so  great  that  it  has  never  been 
surpassed. 

This  gift  to  Boston  College  Library 
will  not  here  be  treasured  merely  as 
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a  museum  piece  to  be  admired  solely 
as  a  work  of  art.  Its  undimmed 
beauty  is  a  reminding  symbol  of  the 
unchanged  and  unchanging  faith  of 
those  who  wrought  this  miracle  near- 
ly 500  years  ago,  out  of  love  of  God 
Incarnate  —  His  passion,  death  and 
resurrection.  The  minds  and  hearts 
of  those  who  have  inherited  that  faith 
can  scarcely  fail  to  be  raised  God- 
wards  in  the  contemplation  of  this 
great  masterpiece  of  artists  and  arti- 
sans of  the  Ages  of  Faith,  sometimes 
called  the  "Middle  Ages,"  as  if  their 
function  had  been  merely  to  bridge 
the  gap  between  the  paganism  of  an- 
cient days  and  its  revival  in  the  later 
Renaissance.  From  the  near-chaos 
that  is  the  ultimate  result  of  that  re- 
vival, it  is  good  to  have  this  reminder 
of  other  days  when  the  articles  of  the 
Creed  were  more  than  a  mere  his- 
torical record  of  religious  belief,  and 
the  depiction  of  those  articles,  a  vi- 
sualized prayer  more  than  an  artistic 
achievement.

Enrollment:  Up 

During  the  past  academic  year,  the 
Office  of  the  Director  of  Admissions 
for  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences, 
the  College  of  Business  Administra- 
tion and  the  School  of  Education  con- 
ducted an  extended  student  recruit- 
ment drive  to  increase  the  enrollment. 
Over  ISO  local  high  schools  were 
visited  in  Massachusetts  and  about 
SO  high  schools  were  visited  outside 
of  Massachusetts.  This  campaign  has 
produced  excellent  results.  Applica- 
tions for  admission  have  increased  ap- 
proximately twenty-five  per  cent. 

The  number  of  sons  and  daughters 
of  Boston  College  Alumni  admitted  to 
the  College  is  also  on  the  increase. 
Over  80  will  be  admitted  this  year  to 
the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  the 
College  of  Business  Administration 
and  the  School  of  Education. 

With  the  increased  enrollment,  the 
number  of  applications  for  scholar- 
ships has  also  mounted.  Approx- 
imately one  third  of  the  candidates 
for  admission  has  applied  for  scholar- 
ship grants.  It  is  our  fond  hope  that 
the  Alumni  Laetare  Scholarship  Fund 
will  climb  fast  so  that  we  will  be  able 
to  help  many  more  scholarship  ap- 
plicants than  it  is  now  possible  to  do.

A  Never -Failing  Source 

An  address  by  Archbishop  Richard  J.  Cashing,  '17, 
at  dinner  tendered  to  Clergy  Alumni  by  Father  Rector, 
on  May  4,  1954  at  Boston  College. 


'THE  progress  of  the  Church  in  the  Archdiocese  of 
Boston  is  in  great  measure  parallel  to  the  growth 
within  the  Archdiocese  of  the  Society  of  Jesus.  In  the 
year  1611  the  Jesuit  Fathers  arrived  on  the  mainland  of 
Canada.  In  that  same  year  one  of  these  intrepid  re- 
ligious, accompanied  by  a  group  of  French  traders,  found 
his  way  along  the  coast  of  Maine  to  the  island  of  Mon- 
hegan,  where  he  raised  the  Holy  Cross  that  so  beauti- 
fully symbolizes  the  triumph  of  faith  in  New  England. 
From  that  day  to  this  the  Jesuits  have  played  an  indis- 
pensable part  in  the  execution  of  the  divine  plan  which 
destined  this  area  to  be  so  important  in  the  life  of  the 
twentieth-century  Church.  I  shall  not  usurp  the  his- 
torian's task  of  tracing  in  detail  the  steps  through  which 
the  Jesuit  Fathers  have  reached  their  present  position  of 
spiritual  influence  in  our  midst  and  in  so  doing  have  en- 
tered into  the  spiritual  formation  of  our  Archdiocese.  I 
shall  limit  myself  to  a  few  reflections  of  a  more  particular 
nature  on  the  part  which  the  Jesuits  have  played  in  de- 
veloping vocations  to  the  priesthood  and  in  the  broader 
field  of  the  training  of  our  Catholic  youth  for  their  mem- 
bership in  the  Church  of  God. 

In  1864,  when  Boston  College  opened  its  doors,  there 
were  less  than  70  priests  in  that  part  of  southern  New 
England  which  then  constituted  the  Archdiocese  of  Bos- 
ton. Only  ten  years  before,  after  a  frightful  tragedy  in 
which  the  original  foundation  laid  by  Bishop  Fenwick  had 
been  swept  away  by  fire,  the  new  Holy  Cross  College  had 
been  erected  and  had  already  sent  many  of  its  graduates 
into  the  Boston  area.  Bishop  Fitzpatrick,  who  had  sus- 
tained the  courage  of  the  Jesuits  during  these  trying  days, 
now  sought  their  help  in  the  creation  of  a  new  institution 
of  higher  learning  in  Boston.  The  beginnings  were  hum- 
ble indeed,  and  present-day  educators  might  well  look 
with  disdain  on  the  meagre  material  resources  with  which 
Boston  College  carried  on  its  work  during  at  least  half 
of  its  period  of  existence.  But  in  those  early  days  there 
was  a  spirit  of  sacrifice  which  no  obstacle  could  conquer, 
a  devotion  to  the  ideals  of  Christian  learning  which  no 
want  of  material  sufficiency  could  dampen.  The  success- 
ful achievement  of  the  Boston  College  of  today,  and  of 
the  -high  school  which  shares  its  name,  must  trace  its  be- 
ginnings beyond  the  present,  in  which  new  buildings  are 
added  to  old,  beyond  the  past  of  immediate  recollection, 
in  which  expansion  was  made  possible  through  the  gen- 
erosity of  an  ever-increasing  body  of  alumni,  back  to  the 
days  when  the  pioneer  courage  of  a  Fitzpatrick  and  a 
McElroy  braved  the  cold  indifference  of  a  hostile  ma- 
jority, to  take  the  first  steps  that  brought  the  present 
far-flung  institution  to  a  point  of  immediate  realization. 

Here  was  the  fire  of  supernatural  faith  that  has 
never  been  extinguished.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that 
the  phenomenal  grovjth  of  the  diocese,  its  erection  into 
an  archdiocese  in  1875,  and  above  all  the  increasing  num- 
bers of  vocations  which  made  this  growth  possible  could 
never  have  been  brought  about  if  there  had  been  no 
Boston  College  to  prepare  young  men  for  ecclesiastical 
seminaries,  and  to  develop  in  those  who  were  destined 


for  business  and  professional  life  the  sane  and  construc- 
tive outlook  that  is  necessary  to  keep  God  in  the  world. 

Tf/E  are  happy  that  the  establishment  of  Jesuit  schools 
and  colleges  in  New  England  has  likewise  made  it 
possible  for  the  Society  itself  to  recruit  its  candidates 
in  numbers  adequate  for  its  work.  As  we  pay  tribute 
to  the  Jesuits  today,  however,  our  first  thought  is  to  ac- 
knowledge the  debt  which  the  Archbishops  of  Boston 
owe  to  them  for  having  planted  the  seeds  of  priestly 
vocation  in  so  many  who  have  labored  as  priests  of  the 
Archdiocese.  The  foundation  of  St.  John's  Seminary  in 
1884  could  never  have  been  contemplated,  if  the  Jesuits 
had  not  already  provided  the  educational  environment 
in  which  the  hearts  of  young  men  would  be  turned 
towards  the  priesthood,  and  their  minds  and  characters 
given  the  preliminary  formation  so  essential  for  the  spe- 
cialized training  which  the  Seminary  must  afford. 

Among  the  thirty-five  students  who  were  enrolled 
in  St.  John's  Seminary  on  the  day  of  its  opening  in  1884, 
fifteen  had  received  their  early  education  at  Boston  Col- 
lege and  three  more  at  Holy  Cross.  From  that  day  until 
1940,  when  the  Archdiocese  was  at  last  able  to  establish 
its  own  Minor  Seminary  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  ecclesiastical  law,  the  Seminary  looked  to  a 
great  extent  to  Boston  College  and  Holy  Cross  as  prov- 
ing grounds  for  its  prospective  candidates. 

Even  today,  when  diocesan  high  schools  have  mul- 
tiplied and  several  other  colleges  are  cooperating  to  af- 
ford Catholic  education  for  all  who  want  it,  and  can 
profit  by  it,  the  Seminary  still  finds  in  Jesuit  schools  a 
never-failing  source  of  vocations.  At  the  present  time 
almost  forty  high  schools  and  colleges  have  former  stu- 
dents in  our  archdiocesan  Major  Seminary ;  but  the  fig- 
ures show  that  five-twelfths  of  the  total  number  of  our 
seminarians  have  at  some  time  attended  either  a  Jesuit 
high  school  or  a  Jesuit  college. 

These  figures  bear  eloquent  testimony  to  the  debt 
which  the  Church  in  New  England  owes  to  the  Society 
of  Jesus.  I  am  certain  that  the  records  of  Boston  Col- 
lege High  School  and  Boston  College,  to  say" nothing  of 
Jesuit  institutions  in  other  parts  of  New  England,  could 
afford  even  more  convincing  proof  that  large  numbers  of 
their  former  students  have  found  their  way  into  both  the 
religious  and  diocesan  priesthood. 

More  significant  than  mere  numerical  strength,  how- 
ever, is  the  influence  which  the  Jesuit  system  of  edu- 
cation has  exerted  in  maintaining  standards  consistent 
with  the  requirements  of  the  priesthood  and  the  Chris- 
tian way  of  life.  The  Jesuits  have  been  faced  with  the 
need  of  meeting  the  demands  of  the  modern  educational 
world,  which  emphasizes  training  for  function  rather 
than  for  the  development  of  human  capacities. 

The  last  three  decades  have  witnessed  a  radical 
change  in  the  curriculum  of  Boston  College.  Those  of 
us  who  matriculated  in  the  earlier  years  of  the  century 


found  little  opportunity  for  the  specialized  studies  ivhich 
the  students  of  the  present  day  are  afforded.  Today  the 
under-graduate  student  at  Boston  College  can  find  courses 
which  will  prepare  him  according  to  universally  accepted 
standards ,  for  lazv,  for  teaching,  for  medicine  and  den- 
tistry and  other  scientific  pursuits.  In  spite  of  this  diver- 
sified program  Boston  College  has  never  lost  sight  of  the 
general  purposes  for  which  education  in  a  Catholic  Col- 
lege must  always  be  directed,  and  it  is  for  this  reason, 
above  all  others,  that  its  Faculty  deserve  today  our  com- 
mendation and  our  thanks. 

'T'HE  same  cannot  be  said  of  secular  educational  insti- 
tutions, which  have  tended  all  too  strongly  to  sacri- 
fice culture  for  material  advantage.  The  humanizing  in- 
fluence of  classical  studies  has  lost  its  appeal;  the  uni- 
versity student  has  learned  to  measure  the  value  of  his 
courses  in  terms  of  the  salary  they  will  enable  him  to 
make.  Unfortunately  the  greatest  opportunities  today  lie 
not  in  fields  of  pure  scholarship,  but  in  those  of  scientific 
achievement.  Science  ministers  largely  to  the  body;  it 
stops  short  of  the  deeper  yearnings  of  the  soul.  Modern 
educators  are  beginning  to  realize  that  in  yielding  to  the 
demand  for  training  that  will  have  material  value  they 
are  standing  in  the  way  of  the  spiritual  growth  that  is 
essential  for  a  rightly  ordered  human  society.  Man  does 
not  live  on  bread  alone.  The  secrets  of  the  atom,  how- 
ever deeply  penetrated  and  usefully  applied,  contribute 
little  to  the  development  of  the  whole   man. 

Thus  we  hear  once  more  the  praises  of  the  liberal 
education  that  emphasis  on  science  has  relegated  to  a 
position  of  secondary  importance.  A  few  thoughtful 
minds,  contemplating  with  horror  the  selfishness  and  lack 
of  culture  of  large  numbers  of  university  students,  are 
demanding  that  training  for  living  in  society  be  restored 
to  a  position  of  effective  influence  in  undergraduate  cur- 
ricula, and  that  specialized  skills  be  imparted  only  to 
those  who  have  grown  to  human  maturity  under  the  dis- 
ciplinary force  of  classical  studies.  Catholic  educators 
approach  this  problem  from  the  supernatural  point  of 
view  of  man's  ultimate  destiny. 

What  modern  youth  needs  is,  not  so  much  the  hu- 
manizing power  of  a  liberal  education  as  the  integrating 
dynamism  of  a  reasonable  philosophy  of  life.  Young 
people  must  be  taught  not  only  what  they  can  do  but 
what  they  are;  not  only  hoiv  human  society  had  devel- 
oped in  its  historical  past,  but  what  has  been  its  origin 
in  the  timeless  antecedents  of  worldly  events;  not  only 
what  are  the  economic  possibilities  of  human  striving,  but 
what  is  the  ultimate  goal  in  which  every  form  of  human 
activity  finds  its  true  meaning  and  justification.  No 
amount  of  merely  human  culture  can  substitute  for  the 
eternal  truths  on  ivhich  human  society  is  founded.  No 
culture  can  be  truly  human,  unless  it  draws  its  inspira- 
tion from  God  and  points  the  way  to  eternal  happiness 
in  God's  presence. 

It  is  reassuring  that  Boston  College,  while  growing 
to  meet  the  demands  of  the  modern  educational  world, 


has  kept  philosophy  in  its  rightful  place  as  a  subject  of 
major  importance  and  has  expanded  its  courses  in  re- 
ligion to  the  proportions  of  treatises  in  elementary  the- 
ology. It  thus  fortifies  its  graduates  for  eternity  while 
equipping  them  for  success  and  prosperity  in  their  so- 
journ here  below.  Boston  College  has  thus  strengthened 
the  principle  on  which  the  Church  has  always  insisted: 
that  Catholic  education  provides  for  our  Catholic  youth 
the  best  possible  preparation  for  the  proper  discharge  of 
their  responsibilities  to  God  and  country.  The  Catholic 
philosophy  of  life,  developed  under  the  safeguards  of 
divine  revelation  and  the  infallible  authority  of  the 
Church,  affords  a  proper  perspective  from  which  every 
problem  of  modern  society  may  be  viewed,  and  subjects 
to  the  control  of  absolute  truth  the  trial-and-error  pro- 
cedures which  are  necessary  antecedents  of  progress  in 
every  field  of  human  enterprise.  No  Catholic  can  be 
truly  educated  unless  his  basic  convictions  have  been 
developed  in  accordance  with  right  reason  and  brought 
to  practical  application  under  the  influence  of  divine 
grace. 

This  is  why  we  cannot  suppress  feelings  of  appre- 
hension and  misgiving  as  so  many  Catholics,  for  reasons 
which  often  seem  to  be  insufficient,  insist  on  sending 
their  sons  and  daughters  to  secular  institutions  of  higher 
learning  despite  the  availability  of  equal  opportunities  in 
colleges  and  universities  conducted  under  Catholic  aus- 
pices. It  is  no  longer  possible  to  urge  the  objection  that 
standards  of  scholarship  are  maintained  elsewhere  which 
we  are  unable  to  meet,  or  even  that  opportunities  for  ad- 
vancement are  greater  elsewhere  than  we  are  able  to  pro- 
vide. The  time  has  come  ivhen  we  should  make  a  con- 
certed effort  to  present  Catholic  education  to  our  people 
as  an  advantage  and  an  enviable  privilege  rather  than 
as  a  duty  to  the  Church  which  comes  into  conflict  with 
their  ambition  for  worldly  success. 

(~)N  this  occasion,  therefore,  when  the  President  and 
Faculty  of  Boston  College  have  so  graciously  invited 
the  Diocesan  Clergy  to  join  with  them  in  commemorat- 
ing its  long  years  of  successful  achievement,  we  may  well 
ask  ourselves  to  what  extent  the  promotion  of  the  cause 
of  Catholic  education  is  our  responsibility  as  well  as 
theirs,  and  to  what  extent  it  may  be  possible  and  neces- 
sary to  bring  the  functioning  of  our  parishes  into  rela- 
tion with  the  work  of  the  Catholic  College.  Boston  Col- 
lege and  Boston  College  High  School,  along  with  every 
other  Catholic  college  and  secondary  school  in  this  area, 
have  afforded  ample  proof  of  the  part  they  are  able  and 
willing  to  play  in  the  development  of  vocations  and  in  the 
dissemination  of  Catholic  ideals.  What  are  we  bound  to 
do  for  them,  we  who  serve  the  faithful  in  their  individual 
parishes  and  dispense  to  them  week  after  week  the  treas- 
ures of  divine  grace  by  which  their  supernatural  life  is 
sustained? 

Without  question  our  first  obligation  is  to  impress 
on  our  people,  in  our  sermons  and  instructions  and  in 
our  contacts  with  them  as  individuals  the  seriousness  of 


their  obligation  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities 
for  Catholic  education  which  are  placed  at  their  disposal. 
To  break  down  the  prejudice  against  Catholic  higher 
education  which  still  exists  in  some  circles,  and  to  per- 
suade our  people  generally  that  the  Catholic  college  has 
a  definite  and  indispensable  place  in  the  world,  as  well 
as  in  the  Church,  is  a  delicate  task  which  must  be  ap- 
proached with  the  greatest  possible  prudence.  We  have 
already  won  the  victory  in  the  field  of  secondary  educa- 
tion; we  cannot  build  high  schools  fast  enough  to  sat- 
isfy the  demands  of  parents  who  have  found  in  actual 
experience  that  the  Catholic  high  school  has  something 
to  offer  which  they  cannot  find  elsewhere.  It  is  our  duty 
to  God  and  the  Church  to  make  this  same  effort  in  the 
field  of  higher  education,  to  remind  our  people  of  their 
obligation  to  continue  the  religious  education  and  train- 
ing of  their  sons  and  daughters  beyond  their  high  school 
days  and  to  warn  them  of  the  dangers  to  their  faith  which 
modern  secular  education  almost  always  presents.  As 
pastors  of  souls  we  cannot  be  indifferent  to  the  problems 
which  face  our  young  people  who  are  fortunate  enough 
to  be  able  to  attend  college.  We  must  create  in  them  and 
in  their  parents  the  impression  that  we  are  interested  in 
them,  that  we  are  concerned  about  the  preservation  of 
the  faith  which  we  have  helped  to  nurture  in  them  from 
their  childhood  days  and  that  we  are  able  and  willing  to 
help  them  in  the  right  choice  of  their  future  educational 
environment.  Oftentimes  just  a  word  of  friendly  advice 
from  a  priest  will  suffice  to  determine  hesitant  parents  to 
choose  a  Catholic  college  for  their  sons  and  daughters 
and  to  convince  the  sons  and  daughters  themselves  of  the 
long-range  benefits  which  they  will  derive  from  a  Catholic 
education. 

We  have  another  obligation  towards  the  Catholic 
college  which  I  think  is  somewhat  less  likely  to  impress 
itself  upon  us.  When  our  Catholic  young  men  and 
women  leave  college  after  having  received  their  degrees, 
they  still  belong  to  our  parishes.  They  are  in  a  position, 
as  educated  Catholic  laypeople,  to  render  exceptional 
service  to  the  cause  of  Catholic  Action.      We  must  be 


ready  and  willing  to  recognize  their  superior  attainments 
and  to  encourage  them  to  participate  intelligently  and 
actively  in  our  parish  life. 

A  BOVE  all,  we  must  provide  for  them,  in  our  sermons 
and  instructions  the  intellectual  stimulation  and  the 
inspiration  which  will  keep  them  firm  and  loyal  in  the 
faith  which  their  Catholic  education  has  developed.  Our 
parish  societies  should  be  organized  and  directed  with  an 
eye  to  the  number  of  needs  of  our  parishioners  who  are 
capable  of  deeper  than  average  penetration  into  the  truth 
of  divine  revelation.  We  must  provide  sympathetic  and 
prudent  direction,  both  in  and  outside  the  confessional, 
for  those  who  may  have  unusual  difficulties  and  those 
who  may  yearn  for  the  higher  degrees  of  spiritual  per- 
fection. 

Unless  we  make  a  determined  effort  to  present  the 
Church  to  our  educated  laity  on  their  own  level,  it  is 
more  likely  that  large  numbers  of  them  will  lose  their 
faith.  We  must  be  all  things  to  all  men  because  the 
divine  mysteries  which  we  dispense  are  meant  for  all, 
and  can  bring  lasting  comfort  and  peace  to  all.  We  must 
not  be  responsible  for  turning  any  group  of  the  faithful 
away  from  their  parish  church  because  of  our  failure  to 
provide  for  them  spiritual  advantages  which  they  are 
capable  of  profiting  by  and  which  our  own  clerical  edu- 
cation should  have  trained  us  to  give  them.  Only  thus 
can  the  work  of  the  Catholic  college  be  continued.  Only 
thus  can  we  render  full  measure  of  cooperation  to  our 
Catholic  college  faculties  who  represent  our  strongest  line 
of  defence   against  the  paganism  of  modern   education. 

May  God  bless  and  strengthen  the  President  and 
Faculty  of  Boston  College !  May  He  reward  with  ever- 
increasing  success  their  efforts  to  save  our  Catholic  young 
men  for  God  and  for  the  Church !  We  pledge  to  them 
today  every  assistance  within  our  power  to  render.  We 
shall  all  work  together,  shoulder  to  shoulder,  in  the  sacred 
cause  which  unites  us  through  the  sacred  priesthood  of 
Christ  our  Lord.

Twenty  years  of  "hosting"  on  the 
air,  (we  like  that  term  better  than 
"announcing"),  with  such  people  as 
Tallulah  Bankhead,  Fred  Allen,  H. 
V.  Kaltenborn,  Julia  Sanderson  and 
Frank  Crumit,  Boris  Karloff,  the  tal- 
ented brats  of  "The  Children's 
Hour,"  Irene  Rich,  Gene  Autry  and 
a  lot  of  others  too  numerous  to  men- 
tion are  bound  to  produce  a  few  mem- 
ories. 

Take  Karloff,  the  king  of  all  movie 
monsters,  for  instance.  Once  on  that 
wonderful  old  "Inner  Sanctum"  radio 
show,  Karloff,  who  loves  kids,  got  an 
idea.  He  decided  to  contact  an  or- 
phan asylum  and  invite  all  the  luck- 
less youngsters  to  be  honored  guests 
on  his  next  program.  He  chose  the 
Actor's  Orphanage,  which  is  run  for 
kids  whose  parents  were  stage  folk. 
Never  were  such  elaborate  prepara- 
tions made  for  the  most  prominent 
visitors.  Buses  were  to  pick  them  up 
at  the  home  and  a  mountain  of  candy 
and  cake  was  all  ready  for  the  little 
ones  after  Inner  Sanctum  was  com- 
pleted. 

Now  Boris,  who  can  give  the  whole 
world  nightmares  when  he  is  doing 
a  scary  part  in  front  of  a  camera,  is 
actually  the  gentlest  person  in  show 
business.  He  was  his  most  charm- 
ing self  when  the  kids  swarmed  into 
the  studio.  They  took  one  look  at 
him  and  their  faces  fell  to  their 
ankles.     "That  man  isn't  Boris  Kar-

loff!"  shouted  one,  and  the  others 
took  it  up.  Those  kids  didn't  want 
to  meet  Boris  Karloff,  the  nice  gen- 
tleman. They  came  to  see  Frank- 
enstein's Monster  and  all  the  other 
real  Boris  Karloff's  they'd  seen  on  the 
screen.    This  one  had  to  be  a  fake. 

The  party,  I  am  afraid,  was  a  big 
disappointment  to  all  concerned. 

Working  with  Bankhead  on  "The 
Big  Show"  was  so  much  fun  it  was 
almost  a  crime  to  take  money  for  it. 
There  has  never  been  a  person,  male 
or  female,  who  could  talk  as  long  and 
interestingly,  with  or  without  an 
audience.  I  was  up  at  her  Westches- 
ter estate  one  hot  day,  doing  some 
tape  recordings,  when  she  asked  me 
to  take  a  dip  in  her  pool,  which  I 
readily  did.  I  pride  myself  on  being 
able  to  swim  a  long  way  under  wa- 
ter. 

She  was  in  the  middle  of  a  story 
about  her  early  days  down  south 
when  I  took  off  and  swam  under 
water  to  the  other  end  of  the  pool  and 
back.  When  I  came  up  for  air  she 
was  still  talking  a  blue  streak,  even 
with  nobody  listening  to  her. 

I  could  never  believe  any  of  the 
stories  about  her  being  temperamen- 
tal or  a  bit  undisciplined  in  her  pri- 
vate affairs.  Except  for  working 
harder  than  any  of  us  on  the  show, 
she  spent  her  time  enlisting  aid  for 
all  her  various  charities.  I  think 
she's  a  tremendous  person. 

I  guess  I  can  safely  claim  to  be  a 
real  pioneer  in  television,  because  I 
started  doing  it  in  1939,  at  the 
World's  Fair. 

NBC  had  a  demonstration  booth 
there  and  every  day  I  ran  through 
a  short  program  seen  on  a  monitor 
in  an  outer  room  by  the  public.  I 
wore  dead  white  makeup  and  black 
lip  stick  and  it  was  plenty  strange  to 
see,  judging  from  the  derisive  com-

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ments  of  the  viewers.  My  wife,  Jeari, 
was  particularly  scornful  of  the  whole 
business.  One  day  I  told  her  to  stop 
being  so  critical  of  this  magical  little 
box. 

"Some  day  we  may  be  depending 
on  it  for- our  rent  and  food,"  I  said. 

"What?  Don't  be  silly,"  she  snort- 
ed. "That  little  toy  will  never  be 
anything!" 

Which  was  just  about  what  every- 
body thought  of  television  in  1939. 

One  of  the  genuinely  nicest  men  in 
our  sometimes  cut-throat  racket  is 
Ralph  Edwards,  with  whom  I  did 
"Truth  or  Consequences."  He  was 
always  promising  to  do  some  favor 
for  some  little  person  who  could  nev- 
er do  anything  in  return,  and  then 
he'd  have  to  move  heaven  and  earth 
sometimes  to  keep  his  promises,  but 
he  always  did  keep  them.  Once  there 
was  a  little  old  lady  on  the  show  from 
Springfield,  Mass.,  that  we -all  fell  in 
love  with.  She  told  Ralph  that  she 
wanted  him  to  come  and  call  on  her. 

"I'll  be  there  next  week,"  he  said. 

He  wasn't  kidding.  The  next 
morning  he  began  making  his  plans, 
all  unknown  to  the  little  old  lady, 
not  only  to  visit  her,  but  to  bring  the 
whole  show  up  to  Springfield  and 
broadcast  from  her  home.  We  found 
out  right  away  that  she  lived  in  a 
pretty  ramshackle  old  home,  but  that 
didn't  faze  Ralph.  Three  days  be- 
fore the  show,  he  had  an  army  of 
carpenters,  electricians,  plumbers, 
painters,  etc.,  descend  on  her  house. 
While  the  astonished  woman,  who 
could  be  excused  for  thinking  she  was 
dreaming,  stood  by  and  watched, 
the  workmen  practically  built  her  a 
new  house.  Then,  new  furniture  was 
installed,  and  the  morning  of  the 
show  we  all  arrived.  Well,  the  old 
lady  hadn't  been  told  what  was  the 
cause  of  the  windfall.  She  just  faint- 
ed away  when  Ralph  walked  up  and 
said,  "I've  come  to  accept  your  invi- 
tation!" 

This  happened  during  the  very 
first  days  of  the  war,  and  Edwards 
topped  off  his  little  gesture  by  secret- 
ly arranging  to  have  her  son,  due  to 
go  overseas  any  day,  flown  to  Spring- 
field. At  the  end  of  the  program  he 
brought  in  the  boy  and  there  wasn't 
a  dry  eye  in  the  entire  area.

Football 

That  tremendous  forward  wall 
which  eclipsed  any  and  all  Holy  Cross 
threats  last  November  returns  al- 
most to  the  man.  On  the  strength  of 
this  particular  unit  B.C.  could  read- 
ily return  itself  to  the  circle  of  na- 
tional grid  powers. 

Through  the  Spring  sessions,  little 
Eddie  DeSilva  sparked  the  running 
backs.  Young  Bernie  Teliszewski, 
too,  proved  himself  to  be  a  strong 
candidate  for  a  regular  berth  in  Sep- 
tember. Paul  Craig  and  Tommy  Ma- 
gnarelli,  juniors  this  Fall,  both  fared 
well  in  the  off-season  drills.  George 
Lovett  was  doing  a  great  job,  running 
from  the  right  halfback  position,  until 
sidelined  with  a  bad  knee  twist. 

Tackles  Frank  Morze  and  John 
Miller  have  particularly  good  chances 
to  gain  regional  recognition  this  year. 
And,  Vin  St.  Pierre,  an  excellent 
guard,  is  another  individual  expected 
to  shine. 

Baseball 

The  baseball  team  had  its  ups-and- 
downs  this  year.  B.C.  seemed  to 
suffer  more  by  the  weather  than  most 
of  the  other  local  nines.  There  was 
a  two-week  period  when  neither  the 
Eagle  pitchers  nor  the  batters  had 
opportunity  to  practice.  Even  so, 
Johnny  Temple's  squad  completed 
the  season  with  nine  wins,  six  losses 
and  one  tie. 

While  errors  by  B.C.  played  a  par- 
ticularly strong  role  in  a  number  of 
these  losses  it  must  be  said  that  the 
Eagles'  failure  to  field  sufficiently 
strong  batters,  hurt  the  team  most  of 
all.  At  least  half  of  those  losses  could 
have  been  salvaged  by  a  couple  of 
timely  hits.  The  B.C.  pitching  staff, 
centered  about  Eddie  Di  Lorenzo  and 
Dick  Murray,  was  certainly  good 
enough  to  win  some  of  these  games. 


DiLorenzo  ended  the  season  with 
four  wins  and  as  many  losses;  Mur- 
ray had  four  wins  and  lost  two  plus 
an  8-8  tie  wit.h  Brandeis.  Jim  Bros- 
nahan  won  one  game,  his  only  deci- 
sion. 

Senior  John  McGrath,  centerfielder, 
led  the  club  in  hitting  with  a  seasonal 
mark  of  .333;  shortstop  John  Rug- 
giero  was  .312  for  the  year;  Captain 
Jim  Cisternelli  was  third  with  a  .282 
average.  McGrath,  DiLorenzo  and 
third  baseman  Bobby  Flanagan  were 
named  to  the  Greater  Boston  All-Star 
team.  Flanagan  broke  his  left  thumb 
in  the  second  Brandeis  game  thus  was 
lost  for  the  entire  'Cross  series  and 
the  second  Tufts  game.  Flanagan  was 
hitting  .260  at  the  time.  Bobby  was 
voted  to  Captain  the  team  next  year. 

Track 

Captain  Pat  Lochiatto  headed  the 
list  of  trackmen  during  the  past  year 
and  while  heaping  points  for  the 
team,  he  also  gathered  a  few  honors 
for  himself.  Pat  went  through  the 
season  this  Spring  unbeaten  in  both 
the  high  and  low  hurdles.  He  gained 
firsts  in  the  broad  jump  against 
Maine  and  Providence  and  a  second 


against  Holy  Cross.  In  the  high  jump 
event  he  won  against  Maine  and 
Providence,  w.as  second  in  the  Rhode 
Island  meet  and  tied  for  first  against 
Holy  Cross.  In  total,  for  the  Spring 
meets  versus  Rhode  Island,  Maine, 
Providence,  Holy  Cross,  and  the 
Eastern  Intercollegiates,  the  East 
Boston  junior  had  eleven  firsts,  one 
tied  for  first,  two  seconds,  and  one 
third.  The  third  was  in  a  100-yard 
dash,  against  Holy  Cross,  the  only 
time  he  ran  in  that  event. 

Of  the  four  dual  meets  this  Spring 
BC  won  three,  losing  only  to  Rhode 
Island  in  the  opener.  BC  was  third 
in  the  Easterns  and  sixth  in  the  New 
England  Intercollegiates. 

Lochiatto,  who  was  voted  the 
team's  outstanding  member  at  the 
annual  break-up  dinner,  was  also  re- 
elected Captain  of  next  year's  team. 
This  is  the  first  time  a  trackman  has 
twice  served  as  Captain  since  Jack 
Driscoll  captained  both  the  1921  and 
1922  teams.  Sprinter  Bob  McAllis- 
ter was  voted  the  most  improved  man 
on  the  squad.  McAllister,  a  Korean 
veteran,  had  to  overcome  a  severe 
illness  since  returning  from  Korean 
but  did  so,  and  was  outstanding  this 
year. 

Hockey 

Hockey  coach  John  Kelley,  more 
so,  for  his  outstanding  contributions 
to  the  College  in  the  way  of  good 
example  to  young  men,  than  for  just 
being  the  Nation's  greatest  college 
hockey  coach,  was  awarded  the  Wil- 
liam V.  McKenney  Alumni  Medal. 
This  was  "Snooks' "  greatest  thrill 
ever  even  though  many  great  honors 
have  been  bestowed  on  the  esteemed 
coach  of  hockey  and  golf. 

The  hockey  team  certainly  did  bet- 
ter than  one  could  hope  for  last 
winter.    A  team  that  was  barely  ex- 
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pected  to  keep  its  head  above  water, 
responded  to  an  amazing  degree  and 
beyond  all  expectations  and  was 
chosen  as  one  of  the  two  Eastern  rep- 
resentatives to  the  National  Cham- 
pionships at  Colorado  Spring.  The 
fact  that  the  hockey  team  was  in  a 
position  to  be  selected  for  this  tourna- 
ment was  great  enough;  the  events 
that  followed  in  Colorado  were  cer- 
tainly not  disgracing  to  a  team  such 
as  this  that  fought  hard  all  winter. 

Dick  Dempsey,  the  speedy  wing 
from  Wollaston,  was  elected  Captain 
of  the  1954-55  sextet. 

Basketball 

Coach  Don  Martin  realized  consid- 
erable success  with  his  first  B.C. 
basketball  team.  The  team's  record 
for  the  season  was  eleven  wins  and 
the  same  number  of  losses. 

Martin  was  readily  accepted  by  the 
squad  and  before  long,  deeply  re- 
spected not  only  by  the  players,  but 
also  by  the  fans,  his  opponents,  and 
the  Boston  press. 

Martin  had  a  number  of  obstacles 
to  surmount  before  fielding  his  first 
B.C.  five.  Predominant,  was  inex- 
perience. Still,  the  team  made  excel- 
lent headway  and  was  always  con- 
sidered a  threat  to  even  the  foremost 
opponents  of  the  season. 

Tony  Daukas  tallied  402  points 
during  the  season,  which  mark  be- 
came a  new  high  for  BC  basketball 
scorers  during  three  years  of  varsity 
play.  His  total  was  1156  points,  in 
71  games.  Tom  Cullinane,  Phil  Pow- 
ell and  Captain  Johnny  O'Hara  were 
all  luminaries  on  the  courts  for  B.C. 
Phil  Powell  was  chosen  Captain  of 
the  forthcoming  season. 

Golf 

While  the  golf  team  lost  its  first 
match  of  the  season,  2-5  to  Brown  at 
Providence,  the  Eagle  golfers  went 
on  to  win  all  other  five  dual  matches. 
This  loss  was  only  the  second  dual 
match  loss  in  over  three  years. 

Coach  John  Kelley  had  another 
successful  season  with  the  B.C.  links- 
men  and  although  the  golfers  failed 
to  win,  the  team  did  receive  the  in- 
vitation to  the  Eastern  Intercolleg- 
iates  at  Dartmouth  and  placed  a 
creditable  tie  for  second  place  in  this 
big  tourney. 

Senior  Larry  Warren  of  Woburn 
was  the  only  qualifier  at  Hanover  and 
he  managed  to  stay  to  the  semi- 
finals. 

For  the  first  time  in  three  years 
again,  the  B.C.  golf  team  failed  to 
capture  the  New  England  title.  Cap- 
tain Ben  Murphy,  medalist  in  the  re- 
cent Country  Club  Cup  match,  went 
around  in  76,  BC's  lowest,  but  was 
still  short  of  qualifying.
